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A TRIUMVIRATE-—ARTIST, MUSEUM, PUBLIC 


HE past year has been a most important one for the wider 

recognition of the Cleveland artist. The Whitney Museum 
of American Art has just held an exhibition of Cleveland paint- 
ings and prints as the third of its regional shows. This exhibit, 
chosen entirely by representatives of the Whitney Museum, was 
greeted with lavish praise by the New York critics. Also, in the 
first exhibition of American ceramics to be invited abroad, 
Cleveland artists had the largest representation of any city; in 
fact, the local contribution was the nucleus of the exhibit, which 
is being shown, successively, in museums in Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Stockholm, and Helsingfors. 

In the excellent notices which both exhibitions have received, 
emphasis has been laid repeatedly upon the unique situation 
which exists in Cleveland: the tripartite relationship—artist, 
museum, and public—which has made possible Cleveland’s 
development as an art center. Each part is integrally important 
for the final happy result. Without any one, a great measure of 
success would be lacking. 

An artist must have encouragement. In Cleveland, the belief 
of the artist and the Museum in each other has laid a foundation 
which inspires the artist; and the public, by purchase, has 
assured the validity of that mutual belief. Over a period of 
eighteen years a remarkable number of objects have been sold 
for a total of $175,412.23. This sum has gone directly to the 
artists. In the past few years, of necessity, the total in number 
of objects sold has been lower; but last year, with returning 
prosperity, the record of sales began an upward march again. 

On their own merit the artists of Cleveland have won a right 
to be considered as one of the economic elements in the city. 
There is no question of their great importance in an artistic and 
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cultural sense. Cleveland has long been known as a city which 
supports its artists. Can there be any question now that the city 
recognizes and accepts that responsibility?

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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


Despite the smaller number of objects in the exhibition, visitors 
to the Nineteenth Annual May Show will not be disappointed, 
for the standard has not fallen off. The size of the exhibition is 
due to the fact that there were fewer entries this year, many of 
the artists being so occupied with jobs and commissions as to 
preclude the possibility of their furnishing the Show with the 
usual amount of material. The selections of the Jury have run 
true to form, resulting in about the customary admixture of 
works by familiar and unfamiliar artists. It goes without saying 
that the former dominate the prize selections, but it is cheering 
to note the smattering of new names down the list and to see 
what sound foundations some of the younger artists are laying. 

As always, the class of o1L PAINTING, LANDSCAPE is one of the 
best. The painters evidently feel more at home in this field than 
in some of the others and express themselves with real breadth 
and power. That the five awards went to pictures various in 
both handling and feeling proves again the freedom of approach 
that has always been found among local artists. Rolf Stoll’s 
“Andalusian Landscape,” which took first prize, is a charming 
re-presentation of a well-known theme, depending primarily for 
its playful effect on a balance of soft colors and a use of light 
reminiscent of the Impressionist school. Such lightness of touch 
is uncommon in Cleveland. In “Holmes County Cow Pasture,” 
the second-prize award of Paul B. Travis, the painter has gone 
to the opposite extreme in presenting languid animals “planted” 
about a sullen, airless, motionless landscape, the sculptural 
shapes giving a sense of solid earthiness. Carl Gaertner has 
emphasized the desolate blueness of late afternoon in his 
“Winter at Sweet Springs,” which took third prize. The paint- 
ing is especially noteworthy for the building up of a true sense 
of space. Honorable mentions were given to August F. Biehle 
and William C. Grauer, the former for his original “Wheat 
Field” in the manner of Van Gogh, the latter for “Round 
about Cleveland,” a casual Ohio farm. 

In the opinion of the Jurors the o1L PAINTING, PORTRAIT class 
as a whole did not come off so well as some of the others. 
E. Ladislaw Novotny won first prize for his “Nancy Rae,” the 
broad planes and clear colors of which are very much to the 
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modern taste. “Donna,” which took second prize for Jane Carol 
Reed, is a good portrait of a child, in an unusual combination 
of colors. The color scheme is partly responsible also for LeRoy 
Schrauf’s winning third prize with “Kathryn.” Honorable men- 
tions were awarded to Natalie Eynon Grauer’s “Gloria,” Clar- 
ence Carter’s “Belle and Will,” and Albert Dick’s “Lady in Red.” 

First prize in OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION went to 
Daniel Boza for his intensely unromantic picture of “Aunt 
Effie.” On the other hand, Edmund Brucker’s “Sober Eighties” 
won second prize for its distinctive and distinguished interpre- 
tation of a romantic theme. Here again, one observes a lightness 
of touch appropriate to the subject. Thelma Frazier’s apt por- 
trayal of religious sectarianism, “Amish Sabbath,” was granted 
third prize. As usual, Henry G. Keller is represented by entries 
“Not in Competition.” A fine oil, “Memories of Spain,” and 
three water colors comprise the group. 

No first prize was awarded in OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL 
CLEVELAND. Clarence Carter’s “Industrial Forms” took second, 
with its novel approach to the subject and its admirable hand- 
ling of paint. The singling out of one aspect and emphasizing it 
to the nth degree is always arresting. Third prize was given to 
Paul B. Travis for “Winter Flood,” in which he shows the 
deadly desolation of what has been built by and for human 
beings—and then been washed away. Woldemar Neufeld’s “The 
Man at the Crossing” and John Hufnagel’s “Dredging” re- 
ceived honorable mentions. 

In OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE a special award was given to 
Paul B. Travis for ‘‘Flowers,” in which the dull colors and 
broad expanses of a landscape background counterbalance the 
bright hues and complex design of the vase of flowers. “The 
Window Sill” by Wray Manning won first prize. It is charming 
and undetailed, with a certain subtle vagueness about its con- 
tours. Honorable mentions went to two pictures entitled 
“Phlox,” one by Frank Speck, the other by Louise Miller. They 
afford a good opportunity to contrast different approaches to 
the same subject. Other recipients of honorable mentions are 
Margaret R. Schauffler for “Florida Orchid” and Nils E. Han- 
son for “Still Life,” the design of the latter being somewhat 
more complicated and ambitious than those of the other awards. 

As might be expected, the class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE 
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PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM has called forth great variety of subject 
and treatment. First prize was given to an amusing and con- 
glomerate caricature, ““The Dark Continent” by Harry Briggs. 
Entirely different is Carl William Behl’s “Fawns at Rest,” a 
gentle idyll that took second prize. New vigor and a fine sense 
of color applied to an old method won third for two pictures by 
Dillwyn Thomas: “Old Age” and “Youth.” Three honorable 
mentions were awarded: one to Elsa Vick Shaw for her decora- 
tive “Idyll”; one to Sigmund Purwin for “Sculpture and Paint- 
ing,” a picture in what might be called a modern-classical 
manner; and one to H. Edward Winter for “Night and Day,” 
a transparent enamel mural especially noteworthy for technical 
accomplishment. 

“Straw Flowers” by Dillwyn Thomas was chosen for first 
prize in the paste class. The artist exhibits considerable 
ability in the reproduction of textures and handles the subject 
with appropriate delicacy. Slightly more vigorous in conception 
and done in a broader manner are the two second-prize awards: 
“Spring Flowers” and “Iris and Rose” by Louise M. Dunn. 
Katherine Schiefer Seeler and Sidney E. Weinberg won honor- 
able mentions for “Autumn, Nantucket” and “Lagoon,” re- 
spectively. 

The waTER COLorR section has been praised by so many Juries, 
including the present, that one looks for extraordinary ability, 
and is rarely disappointed. This year first prize went to a group 
of five by Hans Busch: “A Document,” “Fieldstone,” “R. F. D. 
on Parade,” “The Old Millstream,” and “Reincarnation.” 
These paintings give evidence of the artist’s capacity to con- 
ceive of a subject as a complete picture and not as a collection 
of dissociated elements. He focuses the attention where he wants 
it. A group of three, “Built in 1816,” “Early Fall,” and “Tilted 
Shed,” by Morton G. Winslow took second prize. Cooler in tone 
than the first group, these pictures exhibit sound technical 
competence. Ted Maddock’s “Sunshine and the Dead Peach 
Tree,” the third-prize award, evinces an interest in composing 
in different planes, all on the same level of vision. Space permits 
no more than the listing of the many deserving honorable men- 
tions. They are: “Down by the Farm” and “Farm Geometrics” 
by Lawrence Blazey; ““Peonies” by Kae Dorn Cass; “November” 


by Paul Haas; “Hills of Truro” and “Canal” by Edgar S. Hall; 
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“Garden Bouquet” and ““My Window” by Edith Hogen Peck; 
“The Old Depot” by James E. Peck; “In Autumn—‘Mums’ the 
Word!” by Elizabeth E. Perris; “Mountain Cabin” by Walter 
D. Richards; “Deep Spring” by LeRoy Schrauf. 

HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The work included in the graphic classes continues to show 
progress both in approach to the subject and in method of 
treatment. 

The class of ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM presents a variety of 
methods, ranging from pencil drawings to paintings. Leo Nowak 
was awarded first prize for his two witty observations, “At the 
Athletic Club” and ““Téte-a-Téte,” the subject matter of which 
is relieved by directness and lucidity. Second prize was received 
by Bernard Schmittke for his admirable caricature of “John 
Lewis, Labor Leader.” Walt Scott took third prize for his amus- 
ing portrayals of whimsical, elf-like creatures, “Loot,” and 
“Piety.” Vincent Napoli received honorable mention for his 
subtly humorous drawing, “The Haunted Woods, No. 3,” a 
skillfully controlled phantasy of interwoven animal forms. 

In the class of FREE-HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM Jean Grigor 
Ulen received first prize for a group of three accomplished 
figure-drawings, “Idleness,” “In the Sun,” and “Melita.” The 
figures are drawn in a variety of unusual postures well-conceived 
and expertly set down. Second prize was given to Paul V. Ulen 
for “Drawing of Dorothy,” a sensitive rendering with special 
emphasis on form. To Rudolf Bundasz was awarded the third 
prize for “Figure,” a convincing study of a seated man, drawn 
with sure, crisp lines. 

This year a remarkable growth is noticeable in all three print 
categories. In the class, ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES, 
certain innovations in medium peculiar to Cleveland have been 
developed to a high degree of proficiency. W. LeRoy Flint re- 
ceived first prize for a group of three notable prints: “Oilers,” 
a drypoint; “Amazons” and “Afternoon,” aquatints, the latter 
printed in color. This artist proves himself master equally of the 
linear aspect of the drypoint and of the tonal one of aquatint. 
Observation of life is revealed whether it is in the indulgent 
humor of the “Oilers,” the trenchant satire of the “Amazons,” 
or the pathos of “Afternoon.” Second prize was given to M. W. 
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Alley for his accomplished drypoint of an architectural theme, 
“The Stone Tower.” The brilliance and feeling for texture 
obtained in this print show understanding and control of the 
medium. There is a good sense of values and effective contrast 
in the two capable etchings, “Composition” and “Toilers,” for 
which Manuel G. Silberger received third prize. Honorable men- 
tions were awarded to Dorothy Rutka for a group of four 
realistic portrayals of social disorders, and to Theresa Schmotzer 
for two of her delightful phantasies. 

The tirHocrRapuy class, although unusually small, has some 
good material. Manuel G. Silberger received a special award for 
a group of two lithographs, “Market Day in Hungary” and 
“Barn.” In the former there is a fine relationship of groups and 
a convincing solidity in the figures. A well-deserved first prize 
was given to Walter D. Richards for an exceptionally fine piece 
of lithography, “After the Storm.” Variations of tones, ranging 
from rich black to silvery gray, assist in sustaining the feeling 
of hopelessness after havoc that the picture conveys. No second 
prize was awarded. A third prize was received by Jolan Gross 
Bettelheim for her group of two stylized conceptions, “Elevator” 
and “Industrial Cleveland.” 

The greatest advance over preceding years was in the RELIEF 
CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLEUM cuTS class. Phelps Cunningham, 
whose wood engravings may be classed with the ablest wood 
engravings in America, well merited first prize for his group of 
two prints in this medium, “Sorghum Mill, Tennessee,” and 
“Missouri Hills.” Both are fine representations of the American 
countryside, rendered with great beauty and sensibility. Mary 
P. Cunningham received second prize for a group of five wood 
engravings. Of these, ““The Patchwork Quilt” is a beautiful still 
life done with taste and an unusual feeling for pattern and de- 
sign. “Bouquet,” “Cosmos,” and “Garden Flowers” are flower 
arrangements executed with rare technical skill. Third prize was 
given to Mary Louise King for her wood engraving, “Tran- 
quillity.” Through simplification of her theme this artist has 
achieved a composition which has dignity and charm. This class 
was so rich and varied that the Jurors felt constrained to give 
six honorable mentions as follows: Ora Coltman, W. LeRoy 
Flint, Thomas Marker, Woldemar Neufeld, Paul L. Scherer, 
and Polly Kenyon Wagner. LEONA E. PRASSE 
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In scuLPTuRE, which as a class always creates a great deal of 
interest, the prize winners this year were headed by Nils E. 
Hanson for his three working-men subjects, each man carrying 
the symbol of his trade: “Carpenter,” “Steel Worker,” and 
“Blacksmith.” Highly developed muscle, powerful hands and 
shoulders suggest the strength and courage needed by each one 
of these workers. Alexander Blazys, on the other hand, in his 
monumental “Heracles and the Cerynean Doe,” second prize, 
lifts one from the everyday world to the imaginative realm of 
classic mythology. Just as clearly as Mr. Hanson has portrayed 
the stolidity and sturdiness of work has Mr. Blazys imbued his 
statue with a certain lightness and liveliness of motion; it flies 
through the air. Frank Louis Jirouch has caught very ably an 
elusive moment of carefree youth in his “Boy with Dog,” which 
was given third place. Katharine Gruener Lange and Jean Tyler 
received honorable mentions. 

Always a colorful note in the exhibition is the poTTERY; and 
again vivid glazes blend into a harmonious whole, enhanced by 
the accents of white and neutral shades. A special award was 
given to Viktor Schreckengost for a large plate; a zebra and its 
colt are completely fenced in by an irregular fringe border. Dale 
McMillen was given first prize; his gray-white bowl with spotted 
border is dependent upon simplicity of line and modest decora- 
tion for its charm. An Egyptian-blue plate and yellow-green 
vase, each rich in color, brought to Charles Bartley Jeffery the 
second prize. The third award was given to Carol A. Hagaman 
for a green-brown bow]; and honorable mention went to a shell 
bow] which simulates the title given to it by its maker, Harriet 
E. Safford. 

Serious, gay, and fantastic figures appear in the CERAMIC 
SCULPTURE Class. A group of three fine pieces was given the 
first award; and Viktor Schreckengost, the winner, has named 
them “Niobe Mask,” “The Baptism,” and “Taurus.” Quite 
different in mood, they show the versatility of this craftsman, 
who so soundly handles his clay and glaze. Russell Barnett 
Aitken took the second prize with a negro youth, “Boy with 
Fish,” splendid in characterization and execution. “Midsummer 
Morning” and two subjects taken from the Uncle Remus series, 
“Terrapin and Rabbit Race,” and “The Tar Baby,” won for 
Edris Eckhardt third prize. The Jury gave four honorable men- 
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tions: to Irene Anabel Aitken; to Nils E. Hanson; to Alfred H. 
Howell; and to Yetta Rosenberg. 

JEWELRY has a smaller showing this year than last. Potter and 
Mellen Studios, contributors to many a May Exhibition, again 
entered a beautiful group of pieces and as usual ““Not in Compe- 
tition.” Special award went to Frederic Wade Hitchings for a 
silver pendant, a piece which interestingly shows an unusual 
method of casting metal. And Dorothy Kirsop took the premier 
award with a round silver brooch. 

ENAMELING ON METAL, too, is not so large in number as usual; 
but in this group are some outstanding pieces. H. Edward 
Winter’s transparent brown bowl with white line design, first 
prize, shows a lively glint of color not ordinarily found in this 
medium. Large in size and bold in pattern, the bowl is in pleas- 
ing contrast to the works of Kenneth Francis Bates, whose 
delicate handling of rich colors is well adapted to the small size 
of the two trays, bowl, and jewel box which won for him an 
honorable mention. Mildred Watkins’s ash tray of copper and 
dark blue enamel also received an honorable mention. 

The first prize in SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY went to 
Wilhelmina P. Stephan for a set of spoons for iced-tea, a serving 
fork and spoon, and a pitcher spoon with the early nineteenth- 
century fiddleback type of handle; second went to the Allison 
Studio for a silver box, the top of which has in it a miniature on 
glass made by Mrs. R. Toland Wright. Honorable mention was 
given to Henning Naukler, who has fashioned very beautifully 
a mayonnaise bowl and ladle, and also a child’s cup. 

METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON brings pewter, 
brass, and copper to the fore. A copper bowl for flowers, with 
lip slightly pulled out to emphasize the subtle curve of its sides, 
was one of two pieces by Harold Wesley Hunsicker to receive 
the first prize; the other, a pewter candy bowl, is also severely 
plain except for a cover, the knob of which rises from a flower- 
like motif. Jane S. Iglauer ranked second with a pewter cigarette 
box, a jade inset on the top adding a touch of color; lovely in 
texture and shape, a pewter bowl by W. Duane Harmon took 
third. Honorable mentions went to Paul L. Scherer for a copper 
bowl and to Don J. Young, Jr., for a pair of brass hinges with 
a decorative monogram. 
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BLOCK PRINTING ON FABRIC made a better showing this year 
than last, and four prizes were given in this class. Mina Conant 
took the chief award with a black and white print, “The Idlers’; 
and second, third, and honorable mention went respectively to 
Katherine McKee, Carol A. Hagaman, and Mabel A. Hewit. 

WEAVING, for some years past not well-represented, rated two 
awards this May. A soft white “Baby Blanket,” finely woven by 
Mary McKee Stitt and Margaret L. Stitt, was recognized as 
first; and second merit went to Viola W. Quigley and Mary Ann 
MacMillin for a transparent tapestry drape. 

The first prize in MISCELLANEOUS HANDICRAFT was given to 
Myron A. Sherman for a vari-colored bedspread; tiny squares 
have been put together in orderly fashion. Lucile F. Whitney 
received second award for a hooked rug. 

In the PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS Class 
winter scenes have predominated in the prize group. However, 
the first award went to Elberta M. Wagner for her amusing 
“Bean Beetles Undressing,” in which a greatly enlarged leaf 
serves as a background for a procession of three bewhiskered 
beetles. Second was given to Eugene Gibson Hacker for a 
picturesque wooded landscape, an old tree trunk in the fore- 
ground completely encircled with soft drifted snow. The third 
prize, “Ice on a Pile,” by F. E. Zimmerman and C. H. Damm 
shows a cactus-like form with thorns of ice hanging below. 
“Winter Design” by William T. Higbee and ‘“‘Winter Idleness” 
by Arthur J. Ott complete this cold-weather series, and these 
two are included in the group of honorable mentions. Clyde 
Eberly, Lee McPeck, and Merle C. Wickham also received 
mentions. 

In the PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE group Henry J. 
Osborne took premier award with a straightforward character 
study, “The Veteran.” “Indian Hobo” by Herbert G. Stokes 
came second; and “Sally of Our Alley” by Zenas H. Brown, 
third. Helen Hewett, Herbert Rebman, and E. F. Shankland 


received honorable mentions. HELEN S. FOOTE
